subject, and urge the adoption of immediate measuges:which will re- 
sult in the establishment of another professorship, and in the conse- 
- quent.prosperity of the Institution. The funds are'on the increase’; but 
the income:is so gradual that the hope of adopting fully the extended 
- course of preparatory’study; if it is to be derived from this source, must — 
be excluded: for a long. time to come. A considerable sum. has been 
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expended, during the past year, in repairing the edifice ; and we were 
informed that a still larger sum would be appropriated tothe same pur- 


pose. The number of students during the gw term was forty-three, — 


which, when compared with the number of former periods, presents 
the present condition of the Institution in an encouraging light. 
Your Committee cannot close this Report, without laying before this 
Body a few considerations, which they deem of the highest importance. 
Among other things, they consider it the duty of the Synod to give their 
cordial support to the efforts of the Professors of Hartwick Seminary, 
to elevate the intellectual character of theministry of ourChurch. Our

The policy of investing young men with the sacred office before their ac-
